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Local Man Aids 
‘Doria’ Victim 


The Driftwood, a fishing vessel on which three 
of the four occupants met death Friday night in 
Hurricane Doria, crashed onto the Ocean City, N.J., 
beach Saturday morning at the Summer home of 
Mr. ana Mrs. Herbert Houck, 327 North Roland 
street. 
Robert Wood, 29, who survived the storm which 
claimed the lives of his wife and two sons, was 
clinging to the side of the boat and shouting for 
help. Wood and his wife, Joanne, 28, and their sons. 
Robert, 7. and Michael, 6, were enroute from their 
Boston, Mass., home to Florida, where Wood had a 
job waiting. 
The survivor told police he heard no hurricane 
warnings on his marine radio while they were in 
heavy seas Friday off New Jersey. 


SOS CALL 
In a telephone conversation from Ocean City 
Sunday night Houck said he learned that at 4 a.m. 
Saturday the Coast Guard received an SOS call from 
a boat in distress off Barnegat light. 
“They sent out a small boat from Atlantic City 
Coast Guard station, but it couldn’t find them in the 
storm.” Houck recalled. 
Wood told police he made his family put on 
life jackets before he tied them securely in the 
cabin of the 38 foot converted fishing craft. He 
stayed on deck to guide the ship through the 15 foot 
waves. 
A 25 foot high wave broke over the boat, tear­ 
ing off part of the cabin and taking the younger boy 
with it. A second wave later tore off part of the 
vessel’s stern, sweeping the older boy overboard. 
The body of Michael was found Saturday on the 
beach at Stone Harbor, 20 miles south of Ocean City. 
Mrs. Wood’s body was floating in water on the craft 
when it ran aground at Houck's home. 


IN FRONT YARD 
“The boat is right in our front yard, and several 
thousand persons came to see it over the weekend.” 
the Pottstown funeral director said. Houck and his 
family went to Ocean City Friday night to secure 
their home against the hurricane. 
Houck recalled: 
“It was about 6:45 a m. Saturday when I got up 
to turn down the thermostat. Just out of curiosity I 
glanced out the window to see how the storm, was 
doing, and coming over the surf is this boat with a 
man hanging onto it. He was waving with his free 
hand and calling to shore. 
“It was pouring rain, and the tide carried the 
boat onto the sand. I went out on the porch in time 
to see a little hoy about eight years old running 
down the beach waving to the man. 
“The boy tried to help the man in. but he man­ 
aged to get off the boat by himself and stagger over 
the beach, collapsing in our yard.” 
Houck said the man was delirious and kept 
mumbling that his two children had been swept 
overboard farther up the coast. 


FINDS BODY OF WIFE 
“I went into the house and got a blanket to 
cover him. It wasn't until then that I realized his 
wife was still on the boat. He kept motioning to it, 
and when 1 looked. I found her body floating in 
water inside the vessel. She had been dead for some 
time and apparently had drowned. 
“The Ocean City rescue squad was called. Wood 
was taken to Shore Memorial hospital in Somers 
Point. I heard he is all right,” Houck added. 
Wood was released from the hospital Saturday. 
Houck summed up events by saying he “just 
can't believe it all happened right in our front yard.”

After graduating from Philadel­ 
phia College of Pharmacy, Mr. Bause 
worked in a Pottstown drug store un­ 
til he purchased a pharmacy in Boy- 
ertown in 1935. 
It was in Boyertown t h a t he 
changed the entire drug store business. 
He did not stick to the previous con­ 
cept of a pharmacy which sold only 
drugs and, in some cases, had a soda 
fountain. 


Mr. Bause started the “super phar­ 
macy” concept and began selling mer­ 
chandise more peculiar to department 
stores in addition to drug and health 
needs. 
The idea was successful and won 
immediate acceptance. It was imitated 
by others and now super drug stores 
are common rather than the exception. 
Mr. Bause also was a charitable 
man. Many of his charities good works 
were done without any fanfare. After 
his death, his w i f e s a i d she was 
amazed at the amount of charities he 
helped support. 
The pharmacy profession and the 
community will miss Mr. Bause. 
But what he started will live on.

Is 84 worth it? I don’t know. 
He 
remains 
an 
omnivorous 
reader of books: he walks in an 
uncertain cha-cha; his conver­ 
sation is bright si n d intelligent. 
He is down to four newspapers 
a day—the New York Times, 
the News, the Miami Herald 
and the Jersey Journal. He is 
an expert on the subject of 
Medicare, and rather dense on 
the pill. 
He has an extraordinary in­ 
terest in the next meal, and 
his plumbing. So far as I can 
decipher, he has had a bad 
heart since the age of nine, 
when he survived diptheria. He 
used to build fluids in the lungs, 
but Dr. Louis Bennett, who vis­ 
its him weekly, says that he can 
find none, and the ticker steams 
onward at 72 per minute. 
In his room, he watches base­ 
ball games, golf matches and 
documentaries.

To me, the nose looks longer 
and the lips have disappeared. 
The big thrill is a trip to Sam ’s 
Barber Shop for a hair trim. 
Now and then, we take him in 
the boat to Sonken’s Restaur­ 
ant, and he considers this a 
wild night out because a couple 
of highballs go with it. 
In the late hours, sleep will 
not come and a slat of light 
shows under his bedroom door. 
In the morning, when the rest 
of the household is awake. Big 
John falls asleep. Perhaps the 
most surprising aspect of this 
man in age is that, when he is 
awake, I get the impression off 
a busy person. 
Seldom is time wasted in his 
day. Sometimes, when the house 
is too quiet, he walks next door 
to Wally Lehmann’s to talk. Re­

reading 
all of John Gunther’s books. 
“ Boy,” he said happily, “can 
that man write! Here’s a check.

Use Every Trick

Anybody ever wonder where the color 
went? 
I mean the color, the zing, the sparkle, the 
variety that used to characterize so much of 
American life. 
Where are the characters, 
the originals, the diamonds-in-the-rough, the 
featuring flaming individualists 
of

year? 
Educated, automated, computerized, psy­ 
choanalyzed. homogenized and flattened right 
out of existence if the sad signs of the present 
are truly read. 
Anyone on the mildewed side of 40 should 
be able to recall a few old time characters— 
the colorful neighbor, cop, lawyer, gambler, 
bartender, doctor, politician or newspaper­ 
man of old.

Constitutional Guarantees 
Are Not Divine Gift

One hundred eighty years ago Sunday the Constitutional 
convention which had been meeting in the State House in 
Philadelphia for four months, was adjourned. 
Those who rest secure in the protection of the Consti­ 
tution, and those who clam or for their rights under it, som e­ 
tim es forget those rights are not theirs through divine provi­ 
dence; but because a group of men thought these are the 
rights men should have. 
'These men were learned in politics and government, the 
foremost statesm en in the 13 States. 
M any were the most 
liberal thinkers in the Confederation, though all shades of 
opinion were represented: left, right and middle. The com ­ 
pleted docum ent was too liberal for som e of the fram ers 
and they never signed it. 
.After the convention was adjourned, adoption, of the 
Constitution was by no means certain. 
The States were 
jealous of their prerogatives and the individual citizen feared 
a strong central governm ent. 
If it hadn’t been for the two 
young New Y orkers, Alexander Ham ilton and John Jay , 
and an equally young Virginian, Jam es Madison, and their 
Federalist papers, a m asterful explanation of the federal 
system and probably one of the best selling jobs ever done, 
the Constitution m ight never have become the law of the land.
